Buck, Nobel Prize-winning nov­ 
elist. 


Doesn’t Know M L'ier 


Talking about her life before 
she came to this country, Rhoda 
explained, “ I don’t know who 
my real mother was. Every­ 
thing was so confused because 
of the war. She gave me away 
two days after I was born to a 


Portugese lady who 
was 
my 
stepmother for several years.” 
Rhoda said there was no legal 
adoption involved. 


“I learned to cook 
and 
do 
housework when I was 
about 
six and even did the shopping. 
Because 
my 
stepmother 
was 
away a lot and needed me to 
do these things, she did not send 
me to school. The city social 
worker came every 
month to 
check up on me, and finally the 
authorities said I had to go to 
an orphanage because my step­ 
mother 
wasn’t 
taking 
proper 


care of me. Even then I didn't 
get 
much 
schooling 
because 
there 
were 
so 
few 
schools 
in Hong Kong for so many peo­ 
ple.” 


Proof Of Age 


On a recent trip to the Orient 
as a 
representative 
of 
t h e 
American Friends Service Com­ 
mittee, Mrs. Cleveland w-as able 
to locate Rhoda’s birth certifi­ 
cate, which established proof of 
her age, hitherto only “guessed 
at.” 


“ We laugh now over some­ 


thing that happened when I first 
came to this country,” s a y s 
Rhoda. “ I was so used to re­ 
moving plates immediately af­ 
ter a meal so I could wash them 
that I automatically took them 
away before the Cleveland fam­ 
ily had had dessert. Because I 
hadn’t been used to having des­ 
sert, I couldn’t understand why 
they looked so puzzled, or why 
they still sat at the table. Of 
course, at that time I didn’t 
speak any 
English 
and 
they 
couldn’t speak my language, so

Mirabello said he has asked 
the state to provide his depart­ 
ment with enough help to in­ 
vestigate applications but that 
so far he has not received any 
answer. 


As a result, Mirabello him­ 
self has gone out to investigate 
many cases on his own time. 


Just For Baby 


He said one woman with an 
income far below’ the minimal 
requirements for eligibility had 
never applied for food 
even 
though her four-month-old baby 
was the only one getting fresh 
milk. He said the woman’s oth­ 
er three children had not had 
fresh milk for lengthy periods 
because she could not afford it. 


Mirabello said that he inves­ 
tigated the case himself when 
he learned of it and had her cer­ 
tified and placed on the regular 
surplus food eligibility list al­ 
most immediately. 


Greatest Need 


He said the greatest need for 
investigative help is to put an 
end to abuses by families who, 
earn more than the minimum 
required for eligibility.

Mirabello said that by the end 
of this month, most of the em­ 
ployes would have earned more 
than the minimum amount re­ 
quired for eligibility.

Red Tape 
Mirabello said that since only 
about four per cent of the work­ 
ers would have earned less than 
the minimum, the union said 
the matter should be dropped 
because it involved too much 
red tape. 


“ The county

about this but many

are accusing them of denying 
them .surplus food,” Mirabello 
said. “ We dropped the matter 
when their union suggested it. 
Such matters are in no

Gov. Urges New State Redistricting 


HARRISBURG (UPI) —Gov. 
William W. Scranton, in effect, 
has told state legislators to re­ 
align Pennsylvania’s 27 congres­ 
sional 
districts 
before 
some 
court forces it on them. 


Scranton told a news confer­ 
ence for 150 college and uni­ 
versity 
student 
journalists 
Wednesday the present appor­ 
tionment does not conform to 
the U. S. Supreme Court’s "one 
man, one vote” edict and is in 
danger of being upset at any 
time. 


“ It seems to me it would be 
terribly wise to do it before the 
courts get hold of it,” (he gov­ 
ernor said. 


The 1965 General Assembly 
already is under state Supreme 
Court orders to reapportion the 
state House and Senate next 
year and congressional redis­ 
tricting also is in its domain. 


Scranton said he would ask 


a proposed bi-partisan commit­ 
tee on legislative reapportion­ 
ment to undertake the addition­ 
al chore of congressional 
re­ 
alignment. 
The governor last 
week said he would name the 
blue-ribbon unit to draw up new 


acts to replace the legislation 
knocked down by both the state 
high court and a special feder­ 
al court earlier this year. 


The governor’s remarks fell 
as a minor bombshell since the 


present congressional districting 
resulted 
from 
a 
bi-partisan 
compromise in early 1962 when 
the state lost three seats in 
Washington. 
It was generally 
understood at that time that

King Accepts 


Nobel Prize 


OSLO, Norway (UPI) — The 
Rev. Martin Luther King today 
received 
the 
$54,600 
Nobel 
Peace Prize for 1964—an award 
he has pledged to contribute to 
the cause of civil rights in the 
United States. 


“ I accept this award today 
with an abiding faith in Amer­ 
ica and an audacious faith in 
the future of mankind,” the Ne­ 
gro clergyman said. 


“ I refuse to accept despair 
as the final response to the am ­ 
biguities of history.” 


The check and a diploma em 
blematic of the prize were pre­ 
sented 
to 
King 
by 
Gunnar 
Jahn, chairman of the Norwe­ 
gian 
Nobel Committee, at a 
ceremony at Oslo University. 


King is the third Negro in 
history to receive the award. 
He was cited for “non-violent” 
leadership of the civil rights 
movement. 


“ Martin Luther King’s ram e 
will endure for the way he has 
waged his struggle, personify­ 
ing in his conduct the words

Residents Continue Protest On Middletown Sidewalks

'Residents of 
Durham 
Road 
q^ain protested proposed curbs 
and sidewalks for the road at 
a meeting of the Middletown 
'township Board of Supervisors 
last night. 
i The tow nship had been con­ 
cocting an opinion poll among 
liesidents of Durham Road from 
tile Penndel Borough 
line 
to 
Wyoming Ave. for a proposed 
project which stipulated that the 
state would widen the road if 
ttie township installed curbs to 
sit ate specifications. Sidewalks, 
for at least one side of the 
fload. were also suggested. 
I Homeowners would be asses­ 


sed $2 per running foot for side­ 
walks and $2.25 to $2.50 a run­ 
ning foot for curbs, the town­ 
ship estimated. 


Urges Petition Dropped 


In a letter to residents, Sup­ 
ervisor Aldridge Everitt urged 
them to drop a petition against 
the plan. He cited complaints 
about the drainage problem and 
safety of children, particularly 
those waiting for school buses 
on the corner of Delaware and 
Durham Roads, as the reason 
he supported the move. 
“ I shudder to think that one 
of these children might be hurt 
because I did not present the 
safety needs as well 
as 
the 
drainage problem.” he wrote. 
■’Group pressures have politi­ 


cal repercussions, but issues of 
this nature must Ie decided on 
the basis of need rather than 
politics. Personally, I feel that 
the safety hazards involved far 
exceed my concern for my poli­ 
tical future,” he added. 
Speed Limit Cited 
However, residents were al­ 
most solidly against the move. 
Lewis Schooler of 504 Durham 
Road led the opposition by stat­ 
ing that the road should have 
stricter police patrolling and the 
speed limit should b j lowered 
by the state to 15 miles per 
hour. He added that the state 
should grade the sides of the 
road so the drainage difficul­ 
ties would not exist. 
Other residents seconded his 
efforts 
and 
were 
concerned 


about the cost, especially since 
some were still paying for a 
sewer project in the area. Many 
wanted to know if there tax 
assessment would go up after 
they paid for the sidewalks and 
curbs. 
Support Proposal 
Mike Ray. who lives in the 
vicinity of Durham Road, was 
the only member of the au­ 
dience who spoke for the pro­ 
posal. He said he had been 
fighting for street lights and 
sidewalks because of the safety 
hazards to children.

Ray, who works in the con­ 
struction field, said the estimate 
on the cost of the project ‘‘may 
be a hair too high.”

to an Air Force bid to orbit the 
first U.S. space station, today

- The 124-foot booster apparent­ 
ly overcome troubles encount­ 
ered on its maiden test flight 
Sept. I and shot its third stage 
and a 3.750-pound lead payload 
Into a 17,500-mile an hour path 
about 115 miles above earth. 
- The success was an impor­ 
tant step in an Air P'orce effort 
io develop a more powerful Ti­ 
tan-3 version, called the Titan­ 
i c , to give the nation the abil­ 
ity to cope with any future mil­ 
itary threat in space. 
’ An Air Force spokesman said 
the first reports on the rocket, 
launched at 11:52 a m. EST af­ 
ter a string of delays dating 
back to Nov. 20, indicated that 
it performed as planned and 
achieved an orbit.
